Course  of  Instruction 
Model  School  Course. 

The  teaching  in  the  Model  School  is  done  mainly  by 
the  graduating  class  (of  the  Normal  Department,  sub- 
ject to  the  strict  supervision  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Model  School.  The  chief  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give 
our  graduates!!  some  practice  in  teaching. 

The  course  of  instruction  comprises  the  usual 
branches  taught  in  common  schools. 

Normal  Preparatory  Course 

This  course  embraces  Orthography,  Reading,  Elo- 
cution, Writing  and  Drawing,  Mental  and  Written 
Arithmetic,  Descriptive  Geography,  History  of  North 
Carolina,  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Normal  Course 

Students  with  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  branches 
named  in  the  Normal  Preparatory  Course  can  enter 
this  course  and  graduate  in  fthree  years.  The  studies 
for  the  three  years  are  as  follows: 

JUNIOR  YEAR.

Thre  are  regular  religious  services  in  the  chapel  on 
Sunday  at  11  a.  m. ;  a  Sabbath  School  at  12  m.,  and  a 
general  meeting  of  praise  and  prayer  at  7 :30  p.  m. 

There  are  during  the  week  prayer  meetings,  a 
meeting  of  th  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  of  the  Literary  Fra- 
ternities. 

Expenses  Per  Month  in  All  Other  Departments 

The  expense  for  instruction  upon  the  piano  or  or- 
~nn  is  $3.00  per  month  for  two  lessons  per  week,  or 
$1.00  per  month  for  one  lesson  per  week.  Practicing  on 
Mano  $1.00. 

Twenty-five  cents  extra  will  be  charged  for  practice 
on  piano  or  organ. 

Young  men  and  women  who  wish  to  pay  a  part  of 
(heir  expense  by  working,  will  be  taken  at  the  follow- 
ing reduced  rates:

All  money  sent  for  school  expenses  should  be  by 
postoffice  money  order,  express  order  or  certified 
check  should  be  made  payable  to  Dr.  M.  L.  Latta,  Pres. 

A  certain  amount  of  work  will  be  required  daily 
of  each  student  under  the  supervision  of  a  divisional 
jffieer  for  which  no  compensation  will  be  paid. 

Graduation  dress  must  be  of  materials  which  can 
be  laundered  and  must  be  simply  made. 

Boarding  girls  are  not  allowed  to  visit  in  the  city 
during  the  session. 

Students  are  expected  to  arrive  on  the  24th  of  Sep- 
tember. * 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  classes  after  the  10th 
until  all  charges  are  paid. 

The  opening  address  will  be  made  by  the  President 
on  the  25th  of  September. 

That  all  who  strive  may  be  able  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  chance,  we  have  reduced  the  expenses  to  the 
lowest  possible  rates.  Therefore,  the  money  must  be 
paid  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

Those  who  do  not  wish  to  work  will  be  charged 
°3.50  per  month. 

No  part  payment  will  be  accepted.  Payments  must 
made  for  one  month  at  least,  but  of  the  student 
wishes,  he  or  she  may  pay  for  several  months,  or  for 
the  whole  session,  in  advance. 

As  the  students,  and  not  the  parents,  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  bills,  they  (students) 
should  keep  the  money,  or  see  to  it  being  sent  to  the 
President. 

.  As  all  payments  must  be  made  in  advance,  ten  day's 
notice  will  be  given  before  payments  are  due. 

Students  should  come  supplied  with  three  or  four 
dollars  to  purchase  books. 

All  students  must  pay  for  two  months  in  advance  be- 
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fore  admittance. 

All  pupils  are  required  to  bring  their  quilts,  sheets 
pillow-cases,  towels,  napkins  and  ring,  a  shawl  and 
overshoes.  They  are  required  to  bring  their  lamps,  or 
come  prepared  to  purchase  them.  Bedsteads  and  mat- 
tresses are  furnished  free.  Students  must  also  come 
prepared  to  purchase  buckets  and  basins.  The  fuel  for 
lamps  will  be  furnished  free. 

Visits  made  by  physicians  will  be  free,  but  pupils 
must  pay  for  the  medicine.  Pupils  must  bring  their 
brooms  or  come  prepared  to  purchase  them. 

Latta  University,  West  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  was 
incorporated  by  the  laws  of  North  Carolina,  February 
the  15th,  1894. 

Those  desiring  admission  must  enter  for  the  entire 
session,  eight  months. 


General  Information 
LOCATION 

Latta  University  is  located  in  the  village  of  Oberlin, 
one  and  a  half  miles  west  from  the  Capitol  building 
in  the  city.  The  location  is  the  very  best  for  a  school, 
being  out  of  the  busy  city,  but  within  easy  reach  by 
means  of  the  electric  street  cars,  which  run  close  by 
the  village. 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  schools  in  the  South  for 
the  race.  In  every  respect  it  is  able  to  accomodate 
more  than  six  hundred  students. 

HEALTHFULNESS. 
It  is  enough  to  say  that  there  has  not  been  a  single 
case  of  serious  illness  this  session,  the  third  of  the 
University's.  Should  a  physican  be  needed,  however, 
the  best  skill  in  the  city  will  be  called.  The  healthful- 
ness  of  the  locality  cannot  be  excelled.  Each  dormi- 
tory is  heated  by  stoves  and  hearths,  and  so  every 
necessary  comfort  is  secured. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

For  membership  in  the  Institution  a  person  must 
have  a  good  moral  character  and  must  promise  to  ab- 
stain from  the  use  of  all  intoxicating  drinks  and  to- 
bacco in  every  form  while  a  member  of  the  school. 

Applications  for  admission  should,  if  possible,  be 
made  a  month  before  the  beginning  of  the  school  year, 
and  should  state  fully  previous  education. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  should  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  September,  that  they  may  be 
immediately  classified,  and  thus  lose  no  time  in  begin- 
ning work.  If  any  part  of  the  year  must  be  lost  it 
should  be  at  the  close  rather  than  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year. 

RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCES 

The  institution  is  wholly  nonsectarian  in  its  reli- 
gious instruction  or  influence,  yet  earnest  attention 
will  be  given  to  Bible  study,  applying  its  truths  to 
daily  life  and  conduct,  that  a  thoroughly  Christian 
character  may  be  attained.  It  is  open  to  all  students 
of  either  sex. 

INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING 

There  will  be  an  Industrial  Department  under  the 
same  management,  with  no  extra  charges.  This  de- 
partment will  be  opened  this  fall.  The  boys  will  be 
taught  some  of  the  principles  of  farming  and  garden- 
ing, and  we  will  endeavor  to  have  them  taught  the 
use  of  tools. 

The  girls  will  be  taught  various  branches  of  house- 
hold science,  such  as  sewing,  dressmaking,  and  cook- 
ing, under  experienced  teachers;  thus  they  will  be 
trained  domestically  as  well  as  intellectually. 

GOVERNMENT 

The  discipline  of  this  institution  is  administered 
with  firmness  and  impartiality.     It  aims  to  induce  a 
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higher  moral  sentiment  among  the  scholars,  which 
shall  be  in  itself  a  powerful  governing  force  in  the 
school.  When  it  becomes  plain  that  a  scholar  is  stiff- 
necked,  and  continues  to  infringe  on  the  few  rules  of 
the  institution,  parents  will  be  requested  to  take  home 
such  a  pupil.  Dismissal  from  school  will  be  resorted 
to  when  all  other  means  of  correction  fail. 

WORK 

No  money  will  be  paid  for  work,  but  it  will  be  used 
m  defraying  the  student's  school  expenses,  or  it  will 
^tand  on  the  books  of  the  institution  to  his  credit  for 
schooling.  Five  cents  per  hour  will  be  allowed  for  out- 
door work.  For  the  very  poor,  so  for  as  can  be  pro- 
vided extra  work  will  be  given  to  partly  defray  their 
expenses. 

HABITS 

Habits  of  economy  will  be  a  part  of  the  instruction 
taught.  We  cannot  promise  anything  like  luxury,  the 
indulgence  allowed  at  home,  or  the  gratification  of 
peculiar  tastes  and  notions,  but  good,  wholesome  food 
will  be  provided.  Ten  cents  extra  will  be  charged 
for  each  meal  carried  away  from  the  table.  No  wast- 
ing of  food  at  the  table,  or  habits  disgusting  or  in- 
jurious to  companions  will  be  allowed.  Breakages 
whose  authors  cannot  be  ascertianed,  will  be  charged 
pro  rata  to  the  students. 

MISCELLANEOUS  SUGGESTIONS 

Bring  the  text-books  formerly  used — you  may  need 
them. 

All  should  be  provided  with  warm  clothing. 

Young  women  should  have  rubbers  and  waterproofs. 

Showy  and  expensive  dress  is  not  permitted  to  be 
used. 

Prints,  ginghams,  and  plain  worsteds,  neatly  made, 
and  colored  underskirts  are  the  most  approved  wear. 

White  dresses  are  not  permissible. 
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Parents  should  not  send  clothing  unless  the  request 
for  it  is  endorsed  by  the  Matron. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  receive  large  quantities 
of  food,  fruit  or  candy.  Friends  or  parents  will  please 
not  send  such. 

Students  who  do  not  board  at  their  homes  are  not 
allowed  to  board  out  of  the  Institution,  except  by  spe- 
cial permission. 

S'udents  should,  in  all  cases,  be  regularly  excused 
when  they  leave  school,  as  leaving  otherwise  is  regard 
ed  as  an  offense. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  -make  visits  on  the  Sab- 
bath, and  their  friends  are  earnestly  requested  not  to 
call  upon  them  on  that  day.  This  institution  is  the 
result  of  benevolent  efforts,  and  that  it  be  decidedly 
religious  in  its  influence,  without  being  sectarian,  Is  the 
reasonable  expectation  of  its  friends  everywhere.  One 
of  the  many  means  for  securing  such  results,  the  Sab- 
bath with  its  religious  services,  is  most  important.  It 
is  our  desire  to  make  the  school,  as  far  as  possible,  a 
home  for  those  who  attend.  Not  only  their  intellectual, 
but  also  their  physical,  social,  moral  and  religious  cul- 
ture receive  careful  attention. 

WANTS 

Our  most  pressing  needs  at  present  are  the  following: 
Donations  for  the  aid  of  needy  and  worbhy  students ; 
donations  for  increased  current  expenses :  donations 
for  additional  buildings  for  our  Industrial  Department; 
gifts  of  bedding,  tablewear,  books  and  furniture ;  en- 
dowment of  professors'  chairs. 

RULES 

1.  Students  are  required  to  attend  divine  worship  at 
the  University  Chapel. 

2.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  absent  himself 
from  any  of  the  exercises  of  the  University  enjoined 
by  the  Faculty  without  permission  from  the  proper  of- 
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fieer. 

3.  During  study  hours,  each  pupil  who  is  not  reciting 
shall  remain  in  his  room,  strictly  applying  himself  to 
his  studies.  Loud  talking,  laughing,  or  frivolous  con- 
versation are  strictly  prohibted.  No  loitering  on  the 
grounds  or  lounging  on  the  beds  will  be  tolerated. 

4.  Students  who  deface  the  buildings  or  commit  any 
nuisance  shall  be  immediately  expelled. 

5.  Water,  slops,  or  anything  offensive  will  nol  be 
allowed  to  be  thrown  from  any  building  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

6.  If  anything  is  lost  that  is  in  the  possession  of  any 
student,  or  injury  done  to  furniture,  rooms,  buildings, 
or  anything  of  the  University,  the  damage  shall  be  as- 
sessed by  the  President  and  charged  to  the  offender, 
which  is  to  be  paid  immediately  to  cover  the  loss.  Stu- 
dents who  vacate  their  rooms  must  leave  them  in  good 
order,  or  a  fine  of  one  ($1)  dollar  or  more  will  be 
charged. 

7.  Strict  rules  of  deportment,  habits  of  virtue,  and 
the  treating  of  the  officers  of  the  University  and  his 
fellow-stu dents  with  respect  are  the  conditions  under 
which  a  student  is  kept  in  this  Institution. 

8.  Whenever  the  faculty  becomes  satisfied  that  a 
student  is  willfully  violating  the  rules  of  the  Institution, 
or  Is  not  using  his  time  beneficially  in  his  studies  or  Is 
not  a  fit  member  of  the  Universty  from  any  cause,  his 
parents  or  guardian  may  be  written  to  by  the  President 
so  that  he  may  be  withdrawn,  but  should  the  welfare 
of  the  University  demand  immediate  action,  then  he 
^ay  be  disciplined  or  excluded,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty. 

9.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  under  ten  years  of 
age. 

10.  No  young  lady  or  gentleman  from  anywhere  will 
be  allowed  to  mingle  with  students  upon  the  grounds. 

11.  Relatives  and  friends  will  always  be  welcomed, 
and  the  generous  white  people  of  this  State  and  other 
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States  are  invited  to  visit  Latta's  University. 

12.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  bring  upon  the 
grounds  firearms,  or  carry  concealed  or  dangerous 
weapons,  or  make  any  threats  to  any  of  the  students. 
For  the  violation  of  this  rule  ten  minutes  will  be  given 
to  leave  the  grounds. 

13.  Dishonesty  in  the  settlement  of  bills,  or  failure  to 
keep  pledges  made  relative  to  the  settlement  of  bills, 
when  it  is  in  the  student's  power  to  act  otherwise,  shall 
certainly  result  in  exclusion. 

14.  No  young  man  shall  be  allowed  to  call  upon  the 
young  ladies  without  permission  from  the  President. 

115.  No  young  man  shall  be  allowed  to  converse  with 
or  to  communicate  in  any  way,  with  any  young  woman, 
at  any  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  time  set  apart 
for  the  social  meeting.    . 

1 6.  No  young  lady  will  be  allowed  to  visit  any  family 
without  permission  from  the  President. 

17.  Young  ladies  will  be  allowed  to  do  their  own 
shopping  in  company  with  a  female  teacher  on  Satur- 
day afternoons. 

18.  No  young  lady  will  be  allowed  to  receive  any 
noJ:e  or  letter  from  any  person,  in  any  way,  until  it  is 
first  delivered  to  the  President. 

Young  ladies  who  do  not  wish  to  be  restricted,  living 
under  healthy  restraints,  but  desire  to  do  as  they  please, 
may  not  apply. 


Industrial  Department 

SPECIAL  OPPORTUNITIES 

Young  men  by  working  on  the  Industrial  Farm  re- 
ceive all  the  privileges  of  the  boarding  department. 
Rooms,  bedsteads  and  mattresses  will  be  furnished  free. 
Heat  and  light  and  washing  will  be  furnished  free.  The 
advantages  of  night  school  and  the  opportunity  of  earn- 
ing from  eight  to  ten  dollars  per  month,  to  be  placed 
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to  their  credit  account  in  the  Institution,  and  applied 
to  their  board  account.  No  student  will  have  admis- 
sion to  the  Industrial  School  under  sixteen  years  old. 
students  must  be  healthy  and  able  to  do  farm  work, 
they  should  come  prepared  to  buy  their  books.  Work 
students  who  do  not  abide  by  the  regulations,  and  who 
do  not  give  satisfaction  in  their  work,  will  not  be  re- 
tained in  school,  and,  on  being  sent  away,  forfeit  their 
right  to  any  part  they  may  have  earned.  All  work, 
even  that  which  is  remunerative,  is  instructive  and 
methodical,  and  under  the  direction  of  experienced 
supervision.  Those  desiring  to  work  can  enter  the  In- 
dustrial School,  which  runs  ten  months.  Those  who  are 
not  prepared  can  go  to  the  night  school  ond  work  out 
a  part  of  their  schooling.  This  is  done  so  all  persons 
can  have  an  opportunity  to  get  an  education.  In  some 
extreme  cases,  when  we  find  that  a  worthy  person  de- 
sires to  get  an  education,  and  is  deprived  of  necessary 
means,  we  will  make  it  convenient  for  them  to  work 
their  way  through  school.  Young  men  will  be  taught 
to  do  all  kinds  of  carpenter  work  and  brick-laying. 

Those  who  enter  the  Industrial  School  with  the  in- 
tention of  working  their  way  through  school,  only  have 
permission  to  attend  the  night  school,  and  they  are  re- 
quired to  pay  $4.00  for  incidental  fees.  The  school  will 
run  day  and  night.  It  will,  be  optional  with  the  students 
as  to  which  school  they  will  attend — day  or  night  school 
They  will  be  taught  by  experienced  teachers. 

For  further  information  address  the  President  of 
the  Institution. 

Young  ladies  who  enter  the  Industrial  Department 
will  be  taught  to  do  laundry  work,  and  all  kinds  of 
housework.
